REPORT  OF  THE  VISITORS  TO  THE  QUARTER  SESSIONS. 


NORTHUMBERLAND. 


To  Her  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Northumberland ,  in 

assembled ,  on  the  3rd  of  January ,  1872.

cfw.secTS!  ^HE  Peri°d  has  again  arrived  when,  in  pursuance  of  the  Statute,  yo  ir  Committee  of 
Visitors  of  the  Pauper  Lunatic  Asylum  of  this  County,  have  to  nn  'te  their  Annual 
Report  to  the  Bench. 


Your  Committee  have  to  repeat  the  statement  made  last  year,  tha  :  the  House  and 
Grounds  and  the  whole  of  the  Asylum  premises,  are  in  a  satisfactor  r  condition,  and 
are  quite  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  County. 

The  management  during  the  past  year,  as  well  as  the  conduct  of  the  Officers  and 
Servants,  has  given  satisfaction  to  your  Committee,  and  the  Patients  have  been  well 
attended  to. 


The  numbers  in  the  Asylum  on  the  19th  December,  1870,  wfcre  207  Males 
and  195  Females,  total  402;  and  on  the  18th  December,  1871,  thje  numbers  are 
185  Males  and  170  Females,  total  355. 


By  the  additions  made  to  the  Asylum  it  is  sufficient  to  accommodate  215  Males 
and  the  same  number  of  Females,  in  all  430. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  has  been  continued  this  year  at  the  previous  rate  of 
9  s.  4d.  per  head  per  week. 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  accommodation  your  Committee  made  arrange¬ 
ments  to  take  in  Private  Patients,  to  fare  the  same  as  the  other  Patients,  but  at  the 
increased  charge  of,  not  exceeding,  15s.  per  week.  (Sec.  54).  It  has  been  found 
to  answer  very  well,  and  been  of  much  convenience  to  residents  in  the  County. 

Mr.  Merson,  the  Assistant  Surgeon,  having  given  satisfaction  since  his  appoint¬ 
ment,  your  Committee  increased  his  salary  from  £85  to  £100,  to  make  it  conform¬ 
able  in  some  degree  to  situations  of  like  nature  in  other  Institutions. 

On  the  18th  May  last  two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum, 
and  made  a  full  report,  which  the  Medical  Superintendent  will  set^jyrth,  and  it  will 
be  printed  with  the  Annual  Accounts.  It  is  only  necessary  here  to  state  that  the 
Commissioners  had  seen  every  Patient  in  the  Asylum,  and  their  condition  as  regards 
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behaviour,  the  state  of  their  persons,  and  clothing  was  very  satisfactory ;  they 
conclude  by  mentioning  that  the  Asylum  is  evidently  under  judicious  management, 
and  that  the  Patients  seem  in  all  respects  to  be  well  attended  to.  A  copy  of  their 
Report  will  be  laid  before  the  Bench  at  the  Quarter  Sessions. 

In  consequence  of  the  frequent  recommendations  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 
and  the  increased  number  of  Patients  in  this  Asylum,  your  Committee  after  full  and 
mature  consideration  found  it  necessary  to  erect  Hospitals  at  each  side  of  the  Asylum 
for  the  treatment  of  diseases,  and  they  represented  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
on  the  28th  June  last,  their  reasons  for  adopting  this  outlay,  and  thereupon  the  Court 
made  ah  Order,  to  proceed  with  the  Plans  which  were  ultimately  approved  of  by  the 
Commissioners  and  Secretary  of  State  as  well  as  by  the  Court,  the  estimated  cost 
being  £1,186.  The  Court  ordered  £1,000  to  be  borrowed  and  to  be  paid  off  in  twenty 
years,  and  the  remaining  £186  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  rates;  These  works  are 
now  proceeding,  and  will  be  ready  to  be  occupied  in  about  six  months  time. 

During  the  year  four  Committees  of  Boards  of  Guardians,  with  their  Medical 
Officers,  have  visited  the  Asylum  and  left  very  favourable  reports  in  the  Visitors’  book. 

Your  Committee  in  concluding  their  Report  have  to  mention,  that  not  less  than 
seven  Members  of  the  Bench  must  be  elected  Visitors  for  the  ensuing  year,  at  the  next 
Quarter  Sessions.  The  present  Committee  may  be  re-elected,  and  a  list  of  their 
names  is  annexed.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Northumberland  County  Asylum, 

Cottingwood,  Morpeth,  January  20th,  1872. 

Gentlemen, 

The  duty  again  devolves  upon  me  to  lay  before  you  the  annual  record  of  the  state 
of  this  Asylum  and  its  inmates,  with  a  retrospect  of  the  chief  occurrences  of  the  year,  accompanied  by  the  usual 
Statistical  Tables. 


The  number  of  Patients  has  considerably  decreased  since  my  last  report,  chiefly  owing  to  the  removal  of  many 
of  the  chronic  and  imbecile  cases  we  received  from  the  County  of  Middlesex,  to  the  new  Asylum  which  had  been 
provided  for  them  at  Caterham.  Several  Patients  were  also  removed  to  the  Berwick-upon-Tweed  Workhouse,  due 
provision  having  been  made  for  their  reception. 

The  number  of  Patients  remaining  in  the  Asylum  on  the  1st  of  January,  1871,  was  391,  namely,  202  men  and 
189  women.  The  admissions  amounted  to  111,-69  men  and  42  women,  making  a  total  of  502  altogether,  under 
treatment  during  the  year. 


The  changes  have  been  as  follows  66  Patients,  namely,  35  men  and  31  women  have  been  discharged  re¬ 
covered  ;  9 — namely,  5  men  and  4  women  have  been  discharged  relieved,  (one  man  for  removal  to  another  Asylum), 
28 — 20  men  and  8  women  have  been  removed  not  improved,  and  45 — namely,  25  men  and  20  women  have  died, 
leaving  in  the  Asylum  on  the  1st  of  January,  1872,  354,  viz.,  186  men  and  168  women. 


The  daily  average  number  of  Patients  during  the  year  was  379, — 198  men  and  181  women.  The  highest 
number  resident  at  any  one  time  in  the  House  was  403. 


The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  Patients  classified  under  their  respective  Unions  at  the  close  of  the 
past  and  the  preceding  year  also,  from  which  it  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  Lunatics  belonging  each  Union 
in  this  County  has  not  increased,  but  rather  the  contrary  with  respect  to  several  of  them  ;  a  satisfactory  statement, 
provided  cases  are  not  detained  and  treated  in  Workhouses  : —

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We  still  continue  to  receive  Patients  from  other  Counties,  and  during  the  past  year  private  Patients,  belonging 
this  County,  have  been  again  admitted,  at  a  trifling  higher  rate,  a  benefit  to  those  who  are  not  paupers,  but  still 
unable  to  maintain  their  relatives  in  a  private  Asylum. 

Many  of  the  admissions  were  of  a  very  hopeless  character,  in  fact  several  of  the  Patients  seemed  only  to  be 
brought  here  to  die,  three  succumbing  within  a  few  days,  and  two  others  within  three  weeks  after  admission.  One 
man  also  was  admitted  in  the  last  stage  of  General  Paralysis  and  with  large  sloughing  bed-sores ;  and  two  other 
Patients  (one  male  and  one  female)  were  in  an  advanced  stage  of  Pulmonary  Consumption.  One  woman  was  like¬ 
wise  admitted  in  an  extremely  weakly  condition,  and  with  a  severe  incised  wound  of  the  throat.  I  may  also  state 
that  seventeen  were  labouring  under  General  Paralysis,  seven  were  subject  to  Epilepsy,  and  thirty-five  reported  as 
suicidal.  There  were  fifteen  re-admissions — seven  males  and  eight  females. 

The  recoveries  amounted  to  the  very  fair  number  of  6G,  being  at  the  rate  of  61  per  cent,  on  the  admissions,  and 
on  the  numbers  under  treatment,  13.  The  total  number  who  have  been  discharged  recovered  during  the  thirteen 
years,  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum,  amounts  to  489. 

With  respect  to  the  Deaths,  they  were  three  in  excess  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  greatest  number  yet  re¬ 
corded  being  at  the  rate  of  11.8  per  cent.  My  remarks  upon  the  character  of  the  admissions  will,  however,  fully 
explain  this  higher  death  rate.  The  predominant  causes  were,  as  usual,  General  Paralysis  and  Pulmonary  Consump¬ 
tion,  eleven  of  the  number  being  attributable  to  the  former  and  nine  to  the  latter.  Two  inquests  were  held  during 
the  year,  one  in  the  case  of  an  Epileptic  found  dead  in  bed,  evidently  from  suffocation  in  an  epileptic  seizur  e  during 
sleep.  The  other  was  in  the  case  of  a  man  (not  reported  to  be  suicidal,  and  who  had  only  been  admitted  a  few 
days  previously)  who  committed  suicide  in  his  bed-room  by  strangulation.  The  particulars  of  the  case  were  fully 
reported  to  you  at  the  time,  and  I  need  not  dwell  further  upon  the  subject,  than  to  remark  upon  the  comparative 
paucity  of  such  deaths,  considering  the  number  of  suicidal  cases  we  have  to  deal  with.  Extreme  care  has  been,  for 
some  time,  taken  to  prevent  such  disastrous  occurrences,  and  a  large  dormitory,  as  recommended  by  t  ie  Com¬ 
missioners  in  Lunacy,  is  set  apart  for  all  recent  suicidal  and  epileptic  Patients,  where  a  special  Night- Attendant  is 
constantly  on  duty.  In  addition,  Tell-tale  Clocks  have  been  provided,  with  Dial-plates  fixed  in  different  parts  of  the 
building,  in  both  divisions,  to  ensure  a  more  strict  attention  to  their  duties  of  the  respective  ordinary  Night- 
Attendants.  Doors  of  communication  have  also  been  placed  between  the  Attendants’  Rooms  and  most  of  the 
Dormitories,  that  immediate  help  can  be  rendered  in  case  of  need.  For  further  particulars  respecting  the  Causes  of 
Death,  I  would  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  Special  Table  in  the  Appendix.  Out  of  the  total  number  45,  Post-Mortem 
examinations  were  made  in  39  cases. 

There  was  one  birth  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The  infant  was  retained  for  several  weeks  in  the  hope  of  doing 
good  to  the  mother,  but,  for  fear  of  injury,  was  afterwards  handed  over  to  the  care  of  the  woman’s  husband. 

I  have  not,  in  previous  Reports,  alluded  much  to  the  Asylum  in  a  medical  point  of  view,  considering  matters  of 
detail  respecting  treatment  might  not  be  of  much  interest.  The  Medical  Records,  of  course,  are  always  open  to 
those  who  choose  to  inspect  them. 

The  medical  treatment  of  mental  maladies  has,  however,  advanced  considerably  of  late  years,  and  Asylums 
might  more  justly  be  designated  Hospitals,  where  everything  that  Medical  Science  can  suggest  is  now  eagerly  seized 
upon,  and  employed  for  the  treatment  of  those  diseases  which  affect  the  most  important  part  of  man’s  bodily  frame. 
Among  several  new  remedial  agents,  I  may  mention  that  the  exhibition  of  the  Bromide  of  Potassium  in  Epilepsy 
has  done  much  to  alleviate  the  worst  symptoms  of  that  very  painful  complication  with  Insanity,  whilst  the  sub¬ 
cutaneous  injection  of  Morphia,  and  the  use  of  the  Hydrate  of  Chloral  have  both  been  the  means  of  affording  rest 
and  calm  to  many  a  troubled  or  excited  brain. 

The  employment  of  the  Patients,  as  an  adjunct  to  treatment,  has  been  persevered  with  as  in  former  years,  iD 
some,  preventing  moodiness  and  inactivity  by  diverting  the  direction  of  their  thoughts,  and  gradually  imparting 
energy ;  in  others,  acting  as  a  safety-valve  to  undue  excitement,  and  in  all  conducive  to  bodily  health.  The 
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amusements  of  the  Patients  have  also  been  encouraged  as  far  as  possible.  The  weekly  associated  dance  is  still  con¬ 
tinued,  and  never  seems  to  lose  its  interest.  A  Pic-Nic  during  the  summer,  as  in  previous  years,  took  place  to  the 
sea-side,  in  which  nearly  40  participated,  and  Cricket,  Croquet,  and  other  out-door  games  were  frequently  indulged 
in,  whenever  the  weather  permitted.  Among  in-door  amusements,  there  were  also  exhibitions  of  the  Magic -Lantern, 
and,  for  the  special  recreation  of  the  men,  two  additional  Bagatelle  Tables  have  been  provided,  which,  from  their 
frequent  use,  are  evidently  much  appreciated.  A  considerable  addition  has  likewise  been  made  during  the  year  to 
the  Library  of  the  Institution,  by  the  purchase  of  illustrated  and  amusing  works. 

The  services  of  the  Church  have  continued  the  same,  but  a  new  and  more  powerful  Harmonium  has  been 
purchased.  There  has  also  been  a  fresh  arrangement  of  the  seats  for  the  Choir,  and  through  the  exertions  of 
Mr.  Clark,  the  Steward,  I  am  glad  to  report  much  improvement  in  the  singing. 

Among  structural  alterations  and  improvements  that  have  taken  place,  I  may  state  that  the  Sorting  and  Ironing 
Booms,  which  were  much  needed  on  account  of  the  crowded  state  of  the  Laundry,  have  been  built,  and,  for  some 
time  past,  brought  into  use.  A  new  Staircase  has  also  been  erected  to  the  Dormitory  over  the  large  Female  Dining¬ 
room,  No.  4,  affording  a  ready  exit  to  that  wing  of  the  building  in  case  of  fire.  Fire-places  have  been  constructed 
in  the  Bath-rooms  in  both  divisions,  as  well  as  in  the  Bed-rooms  over  them,  and  two  Gill-stoves  have  been  placed  in 
the  Wash-house,  which  has  thereby  been  rendered  much  more  warm  and  comfortable.  The  new  Infirmaries  have 
likewise  been  rapidly  proceeded  with,  and  the  one  on  the  Male  side  will,  I  expect,  be  fit  for  occupation  during  the 
summer.  With  all  their  suitable  appliances  they  ought  to  prove  of  great  benefit  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  as  well 
as  afford  a  i  etter  means  of  classifying  the  Patients. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum  in  May  last,  and  left  the  following  Keport : — 

“Northumberland  County  Asylum, 

18*  May ,  1871. 

“We  have  inspected  every  part  of  the  Asylum  to-day,  and  have  seen  all  the  Patients,  except  two,  who  are 
absent  on  probation.  There  are  397  in  all,  of  whom  205  are  men,  and  192  are  women.  The  condition  of  these 
t  Patients  as  regards  their  behaviour,  and  the  state  of  their  persons  and  clothing  was  very  satisfactory,  and  there  was 
a  manifest  improvement  observable  in  the  state  of  the  inm.ates  of  Wards  No.  3,  in  both  divisions.  On  the  womens’ 
side  an  additional  nurse  has  been  appointed  with  evident  advantage. 

“No  one  was  secluded  or  restrained,  but  since  the  last  visit  12  men  and  6  women  have  been  placed  in  seclusion, 
the  former  on  35,  and  the  latter  on  14  occasions.  Apart  from  cases  of  Paralysis,  and  feebleness  from  old  age,  there 
is  very  little  sickness  amongst  the  Patients,  and  very  few  were  in  bed.  21  are  under  medical  treatment. 

“  The  mortality  has,  however,  been  somewhat  large,  the  following  being  the  assigned  causes  of  death  since  we 
were  here  on  the  25th  of  February,  1870  : —

“  An  inquest  was  held  upon  the  body  of  the  man  who  committed  suicide  four  days  after  his  admission.  At  that 
time  he  was  not  reported  to  he  disposed  to  self-destruction,  and  he  was  not,  of  course,  subjected  to  the  careful 
supervision  which  is  now  exercised  over  all  suicidal  cases.  He  was  placed  in  an  ordinary  single  room,  where,  on 
the  morning  of  the  21st  of  March  last,  he  was  found  dead,  having  strangled  himself  by  tightly  tying  a  strip  of  his 
shirt  round  his  throat. 

“  Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  22  cases,  the  custom  here  being  to  make  such  examination  unless 
an  objection  is  made  by  the  Patient’s  friends,  and  in  all  cases  of  accidental  or  sudden  death. 

“Still  reckoning  from  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  there  have  been  169  admissions — 102  men  and  67  women — and 
101  discharges — 63  men  and  38  women — of  whom  91  were  recovered.  Of  the  whole  number  of  Patients,  305  are 
chargeable  to  County  Unions,  22  to  non-contributing  Boroughs,  32  to  Middlesex,  29  to  Lancashire,  and  6  to  the 
West  Riding  of  York.  There  are  also  3  Patients  of  the  private  class.  The  County  Patients  pay  9s.  4d.,  those 
from  the  Boroughs  and  Out-Counties  14s.,  and  the  Pxdvate  Patients  15s.  per  week.  At  present  there  are  in  the 
male  division  11,  and  on  the  female  side  24  vacant  beds. 

“  All  the  arrangements  for  Divine  Service,  Employment,  and  Recreation  are  the  same  as  stated  in  the  last 
Report,  and  the  number  of  Patients  to  whom  they  relate  are  about  the  same  as  usual,  the  return  of  working  Patients 
being  130  men  and  143  women.  There  are  usually  197  Patients  at  the  Chapel  on  Sunday,  and  119  on  Aveek-days, 
and  about  98  of  both  sexes  join  in  the  associated  weekly  dances. 

“  The  condition  of  the  Wards  was  very  good,  and  the  ventilation  sufficient.  Yarious  suggestions  made  in  our 

last  Report  have  been  carried  out,  the  more  important  being, — That  Sleeping  Wards  have  been  set  apart  for  the 

Suicidal,  Epileptic,  and  recent  cases,  where  a  Special  Attendant  of  each  sex  remains  on  duty  during  the  night. 

Doors  of  communication  have,  in  nearly  all  cases,  been  formed  between  the  Attendants’  rooms  and  the  Dormitories. 

Tell-tale  Clocks  have  been  provided,  and  are  about  to  be  fixed  in  the  Wards,  and  a  Sorting  and  Store-room  in 

connection  Avith  the  Laundry,  and  an  additional  Staircase  from  the  new  large  Dormitory  are  in  course  of  construction. 

% 

“  Another  recommendation  for  providing  increased  Infirmary  accommodation  has  also  received  attention,  and 
for  this  purpose  plans  were  prepared  and  submitted  to  our  Board  some  weeks  ago.  We  have  at  our  visit  to-day 
fortunately  had  an  opportunity  of  meeting  Mr.  Charlton  the  County  Surveyor,  and  of  considering  with  him  on  the 
spot  the  best  mode  of  effecting  the  object  in  Anew.  Such  changes  as  Ave  have  suggested  may,  he  informs  us,  be  readily 
carried  out,  and  at  little  or  no  increased  expenditure.  We  have  therefore  stated  to  him  that,  should  the  plans, 
which  he  has  promised  to  amend,  be  approved  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  we  shall  be  prepared  to  forAvard  them  for 
the  Secretary  of  State’s  sanction.  Amongst  other  steps  which  have  been  taken  to  effect  improvements  in  the 
Asylum,  the  folloAving  should  be  mentioned — 

“  A  new  Boiler-house  has  been  erected  for  the  Kitchen. 

“  Two  Summer-houses  have  been  built. 

“  The  Central  Hall  has  been  improved.  Fire-places  haAre  been  made  in  the  Bath-rooms.  There  have  also  been 
various  additions  to  the  Furniture  in  the  Wards,  and  two  good  Baggatelle  Boards  have  been  made. 

“  Much  inconvenience  is  felt  OAving  to  the  defective  and  inefficient  state  of  the  drying-closets,  and  in  the  Avinter 
and  during  wet  Aveather  it  is  found  impossible  to  provide  men  with  more  than  one  shirt  a  week.  This  is  a  matter 
Avhich  seems  to  require  early  attention,  and  in  connection  with  it,  we  have  to  suggest  a  much  larger  outside  Shed 
should  be  provided  for  steeping  and  rinsing  the  foul  linen. 

“We  have  suggested  that  the  Gas-burners  Avhich  are  about  to  be  placed  in  some  of  the  Dormitories  should  be 
fixed  near  the  ceilings,  a  plan  which,  if  securely  and  properly  carried  out,  is  found  to  answer  very  Avell.  The  gas 
forms  an  efficient  ventilator,  and  it  is  beyond  the  reach  of  the  Patients.

“There  is  now  here  a  man  who,  a  short  time  ago,  killed  a  fellow-patient  in  the  Newcastle  Asylum,  and  was 
sent  here  from  the  Gaol.  We  are  of  opinion  that  this  man  is  not  a  proper  person  to  be  detained  in  a  County  Asylum, 
and  that  steps  should  be  taken  for  his  removal  to  Broadmoor. 

“We  have  examined  and  signed  the  books  which  are  properly  kept,  and  have  made  all  Statutory  enquiries. 
The  Asylum  is  evidently  under  judicious  management,  and  the  Patients  seem  in  all  respects  to  be  well  attended  to.
